Will Not Discriminate Between Uuloti 
>. and Nonunion Men In Gov- 
ernment Service. 

President Roosevelt informed. President 
Gompers of the Federation of Labor, Presi- 
dent Mitchell of the TJhlted Mine Worlters,- 
hnd other: labor leaders tonight that bie 
decision not to 'dismiss. Foreman Miller of 
the bindery in the.: .government printing 
office because bo is a nonunion man is final 
"and thdt'the question bf-his personal fitness 
must be settled in" the regular routine o£ 
administration. 

Nearly every subject pertaining to organ- 
ized labor was discussed, but the principal 
subjects were the standing of Miller and 
the President's declaration that the Federal 
printing establishment is i an "open shop," 

The conference did not result in the most 
complete, harmony. The labor, leaders, 
after coming from / the ."White. House; 
would not say that the President's position 
ta entirely acceptable te-vthemj and the 
President was unable to agree .with all the 
views expressed by the labor leaders.' The 
following copy of the President's remarks 
to labor leaders, so faros they pertained to 
the Miller case, was given out at the White 
House: ' -

At midnight Tuesday the nny-Herraii 
Panama eunnl treaty beenmo n thing of 
ttio past. As Tuesday was the Inst day 
for tho exchange of r.iiifl cations of tiho 
treaty, under the terms of tho conven- 
tion, that Instrument may bo considered 
as dead.. For several -weeks, some news- 
papers assert, tlie treaty has been used 
-as a blackmailing device for forcing tho 
French Panama Canal Company to give 
up a portion of tho $40,000,000 It was 
to receive from tho United States for Its 
plant, concessions and completed chan- 
nel. The report thnt tho Colombians se- 
riously contemplated "holding up" tho 
United StntCB-for a larger bonus has nev- 
er been fully, Authenticated, although 
there was doubtless a. disposition to do- 
mhud better terms from this government 
until they were advised by the State De- 
partment, through Minister -Bcaupre, 
that no better otter would bo uiaxlo for 
the cnual concession, , 

The expiration of the time limit for tho 
ratification of tlto' treaty, und the discus- 
sion of the probable course of tho Presi- 
dent and the future status of Die Panama 
route, naturally call public attention ti 
Die act of Congress under wbtch tho 
treaty was negotiated. This- act was 
passed at tlie first session of Urn Fifty-' 
seventh Congress, nud. -was approved 
Juno IS, 1002. It nnDiorfccs the pay- 
ment of $40,000,000 to the Panama 
Canal Company for Its plant, concessions 
and nnlinifihcd work, nud. the acquirement 
by- tlie President from the. republic oi 
Colombia "upon such terms ns ho may 
deem reasonable" -ot a perpetual control 
of n canal strip. It provides for Die ap- 
pointment of a cnunl commission to have 
charso of conatrnctlon, for- pvcltmlhary 
appropriation mid for the bond Issue te 
defray expenses. 

Section 4; which js now tho bono of 
contention between those who favor the 
Panama route tin il thure who. wish tho 
President to turn to Die Nicaragua, route, 
provides "that should Die President he 
unable to obtain for the Unil«d States n 
satisfactory title to the property of tho 
Pan a in a Cnunl Company and the con- 
trol of the necessary territory of Die 
republic of Colombia, and Iho rights 
mentioned in sections 1 and 2 of tho act, 
wieliln a reasonable time awl upon ren- 
60V aide tonus, Dion the President shall," 
nfter having^ negotiated n satisfactory 
treaty with Nicaragua and Co^ta Rica, 
direct the canal commission to proceed 
wiiJi tho cxcavatluu of a cnual by Die 
Nlcnragua Toutc. 

It Is contended by some that tlia lan- 
guage of Dils section makes It obligatory 
upon llw President to open negotiations' 
with Xlcaragun and Costa Itlcu nt once, 
and that tho Panama route .must bo 
abandoned. It Is dilllctilt to see Iidav 
sticli n eoiutructioii can be put upon tho 
plain language of this section of tho 
cannlnct. It enya that rhoiild the Provi- 
dent be unable to-secnre the control of 
a cnunl strip. "Mrithjn a reasounbie time 
nnd upon reason able terms" he shall open 
up negotiations for a canal treaty wIDi 
Nicaragua and Costa Biea.

This house,' which 
nt one tinjo, ivna the most prctiintlous In 
(he whole district, occupies "a i^tc on 
tho itilimJ in_thc river nt Rock Island 
and U on government land. No attempt; 
Is bclusiundc to keep the house In re- 
pair, and your by yonr it Is slowly tum- 
bling down, Tho house wns put up in 
lS3G,by Col. George Dnvenport... It' was 
built of hewn logs tnken fram timber 
on the Island. The ivlndow nnd door 
frames were brought frotji Pittsburg by 
boat, nnd the locks nnd hardware used 
nil came from IJnglnud. Fnr.thoro days 
the housp was n veritnblupnlace, nnd nt- 
trnclcd iiiuch attention. Col.. Davenport 
wos an Indian trader nr.d enme to this 
section of tho country in ISll). He was 
known ns "Sagnuaah" by .the Indians. 
Tho house was die scene of a terrible 
crime, July 4,- 1S1G, when Col. Daven- 
port wns tortured nud killed by robbers. 
Tho old mun was nt home on the Island 
alone when six men comprising a party 
of bandits found him, They fuppoaed 
h-i had a great donl of money about the 
house, and proceeded to torture him. Ho 
finally gave thcin $700, nil the money ho 
had, nnd then they shot hi in. He lived 
long enough to give n description of the 
Tobbers, nnd they were all captured. 
Three, of them, John nud Aaron Long 
and Grnnvlllo Young, were- hanged In 
Rod: Island Oct. 20, 18-I5, for the crime.. 
Robert Birch escaped' 1 from prison, nnd 
John Raster nnd William Redding serv- 
ed two terms In tho penitentiary.

Money turned out by the bureau of en- 
graving and printing will be of a soft and 
velvety texture. As Uiese experiments, arc 
nearly fiomplele, tbe predictions concerning 
tbe outcome of the application of the now. 
method of treating paper *n-o nil optimistic 
in tho extreme, 'and they point to a revolu- 
tion in tbe manufacture of paper money. 

E.H. Fowler, chief draughtsman of the 
const and geodetic survey, and D. "N. 
Hoover, chief printer of the same bureau, 
are tbe men to whom the discovery of tho 
new process is to he credited. By utilizing 
the chemical compound upon which they 
have been at work for five years it will bo 
possible to have a bank note ready for cir- 
culation in sixty days' less time than was 
required under the old method. This is 
regarded as very important inthese'days of 
great commercial activity, when, often- 
times, tbe demand for new money is ur- 
gent. Heretofore, in order to meBt bucIi 
demands, most careful planning has been* 
necessary. 

Besides rendering paper soft and velve- 
ty, the ucw process also makes its nou- 
shrinknble, nn accomplishment which has 
heretofore bnfiled the ingenuity of the pa- 
per manufacturer, and which when ap- 
plied to the printing of postage stamps 
atone, will make a eaving of 20 per cent in 
stock and work. Because paper shrinks 
after it bus received tbe impression of tbe 
iiead of George Wasbintonon tbo one Bide, 
in the manufacture of postage stamps, and 
the coating of mucilage on the other, and 
because no two sheets shrink alike, one- 
fifth are ruined in the process of perfor- 
ation. Experiments just made under tbe 
new process -eli in innte nil of this loss. 

When Mr'. Fowler took charge of tbe 
draughting division, five years ago, he 
was told by the chief printer that it was 
impossible to print the maps prepared in 
the draughting division, because there was 
no paper to be bad that would not shrink, 
and thus render the maps inaccurate as to 
scale, and consequently of no scientific 
value. All such maps, therefore, bad to 
be copied by hand on hand-made linen pa- 
per manufactured especially for that pur- 
pose. 

Mr.*. Fowler had taken a great interest in 
chemistry, and he at once began the series 
of experiments which two years ago re- 
sulted in the chemical solution wtiioh, 
when applied to paper, materially changes 
its quality. Paper bo treated is declared 
to be "mellowed nnd non-shrinkablo." 
The process is cot expensive. 

It bnXbeen patented, both in the United 
States and foreign countries, and, although 
no publicity has heretofore been given to 
tbe discovery of Messrs. Fowler mid Hoo- 
ver, the large, paper manufacturers of this 
country have beard of tbe results accom- 
plished, and are making flatienng offers 
to the inventors for royalty rights. The 
Japanese government has also bid for tbe 
process, and, as Japan has for centuries 
been considered the magician of the world 
in the art of paper-making, tbo offer from 
the Orient is regarded as a marked ack- 
nowledgment of merit. 

The United States government, however, 
is to have tbe first advantages of the dis- 
covery, nnd should tbe officials now inves- 
tigating the process decide that its value is 
too great to be kept under restraint of 
patent lawB, tbe government may buy the 
patent and make the process known to tbe 
world. 

By the application of the chemical mix- 
ture to a Japanese napkin_lhat article be- 
comes as soft and ptiabla as n tissue of silk. 
The chemical preparation acts as an anti- 
septic and a preservative. When applied 
to old documents it seems to knit the fibre 
toeetber and prevent further decay. 

Under the present process of printing 
paper money the paper has to be thorough- 
ly soaked in water. Whilo it is in this 
soaked condition , one side of the bill is 
printed. The sheet is then placed. in a 
steam room. and kept undet a high tem- 
perature for thirty dojB, the time neces- 
sary for the ink to dry. * Tbe sheet iB again 
soaked as in the first instance, and the re- 
verse side of the bill printed. The thirty- 
day process then has to be repeated. In 
cases where a third impression on the bill 
is necessary, which is required- when the 
printing is done in two colors, the wetting, 
and drying process has to be repented a 
third time, and another month is thus con- 
sumed in its production. 

Besides the delay of this proceaB, the 
wetting and drying rot the fiber of the 
paper, and, although it is u Btnrched" to 
give it the criBp appearance, the starch 
soon wears out, and tho bill becomes limp 
and worn. 

In printing bills on paper which has 
been treated by the new process no wetting 
is necessary. Tbe ink loses none of its 
luster whennpplied to tbe paper, as under 
the old process, nnd is thoroughly dry 
within forty-eight hours after the printing 
is done. Not only ia tbe appearance of the 
bill much handsomer than under the old 
method,' but its wearing qualities are be- 
lieved to be greater. 

Although the officers of the Treasury 
department are moat enthusiastic over tho 
Fowler-fiooyer discovery, it was only by 
accident that .it came to their attention, 
the inventors attaching little importance 
toil. There- are Borne details regarding 
methods of applying tho hew compound to 
paper yet to be worked out, but there do 
not present any serious obstacle to its gen- 
era application to all closes' of paper; 
Neither does the expense of the preparation 
prohibit its general ueo.

It may not he genet v 
ally known that a prolonged use oC 
condition powders will prodaco Indi- 
gestion of a most violent type. Horses, 
that aro fed on grains largely, nnd. 
who do not perform a great deal of la- 
bor, are quite ilnble to Imllgcstloiij and 
the easiest way to cure the trouble Is 
lo cut oft tlio grain for a week or inoro 
riind feed ' exclusively of bran mnBlica 
and good liny,

A deep llnnk Is 
generally accompanied by n level or 
Bli'iiiglil bottom lino, so deslrnblo in 
beef null unit; but n- promising dairy 
youugfttey lfi#riKimlly deep lu the mid- 
dle, wltli I he boll om line from the mid- 
dle running -up Ward to the brisket, and 
toward the llnnk, which shows good 
depth through Ihc middle of I lie botly,- 
but the reverse behind Ibo shoulders 
uud lu front of the li I ps.— American 
Cultivator. 



Goad r.aliiH Kntiii Iincnat Planting. 

Tug cultivation of the loetiBt tree was 
recommended by In strut' tors .Tones nnd 
Morse of the Vermont station for cer- 
tain types of cheap barren laud In 
1597. One hundred seedling trees wcro 
set In rows four feet apart each way. 
At eleven years old they averaged six- 
teen feci In height and five Inches In 
diameter.- Encouraged by this small 
planting five thousand more seedling 
trees were planted In 11)02 nnd 02 per 
cent of tlio trees were nlivo nt the 
time of tho report nnd limiting rapid 
growth. Tlits plaullug was innde at n 
total expense of from $27 Jo ?32 per 
ncre. - Estimates arc made of tho pos- 
sible value of the crop which it Is be- 
lieved nt the twentieth year will bo 
nhout $250 per ncre. Suggestions nre 
given for planting, nnd where thcro Js 
danger from attacks of Insects mixed 
plantations nre recommended In which 
white nnd pitch pines, birch, elm and 
box elder nre believed vnlunble.

It Is /I eh In protein and when 
fed with corti fodder makes nearly a 
balanced ration, furnishing the propor- 
tioirof protein needed by stock during 
the ivl nter, Dnlrymon .have long rec- 
ognlzotHho necessity of feeding grains 
or other fodder containing protein, but 
groan under the expense when the pro- 
tein.- foods must be bought.

means of -uornx-.-or salicylic acid and 
of flnely chopped and clevercly distri- 
buter, pieces of black silk represent- 
ing truffles. 

' ."Cosmos, a German paper, guaran- 
tees the fnct that -under the" label of 
canned lobstcrs_tbe soft parts of the 
oiilUcllEh and crabs are sold. . 

"In Paris Bnails are of late very 
popular and the adulterations mix 
them .with lungs of catfclo and horses. 
Even entirely artificial Bnails are man- 
ufactured. The, Hheils, recoated with 
fat nnd slime, are tilled with lung 
and then sold as 'Burgundy', snails. 

"Lovers of fresh rooster combs are 
Imposed 'upon bya substitute' cut out 
of hogs' intestines. 

"Chopped artificial tuflles are made 
of black rubber, silk or softened 
leather and even whole truffles arc 
made out of roasted potatoes, which 
are given a peculiar flavor by adding 
ether;-* They are said to sell well. 

"Fish spoiled la spite of Ice and 
borax Is treated with salts of zinc, 
aluminum and other metals. Rubbing 
the fish with vaseline to give it a fresh 
look and coloring the gills with fresh 
blood or cosln— a conl tar color— Is re- 
sorted to. The" latter is also used to 
Intensify the red color ot Inferior 
crabs, 

"Imparting a greenish color to oys- 
ters Is another adulteration. An oyster 
requires about one month In the beds 
to acquire the greenish color. As 
this Is too. long a time tbc dealers help 
them along with nn artificial color. 

"The chemists in the Paris munici- 
pal laboratories have shown that 
tomato Jelly- Is adulterated with tur- 
nips and 'powdered popper contains a 
largo' admixture of powdered hard-

tendantfl. 
The khedlve of Egypt visited Paris 
recently. The way of his return- waa 
unconventtal and Interesting, At Ca- 
lais ho expressed a wish to ride to 
Amiens oa the engine. There was ,a 
nioment*s consternation, b-at every Jh- 
jeotlon was hood over m led, and pres- 
ently, Hwathed Id a long eray over- 
. coat, he climbed up Into the engine's 
cab. The young ruler of Egypt In- 
sisted on "working his passage," and 
he was asked t'o shovel cool, which he 
did with a will, tbo engineer chaf- 
fing the "monsieur," of whoso identity 
ne had not the remotest notion.

He wore no cap and hla straight black 
hair was all disheveled, while the 
ivhlte teeth and the walte-rlmmed 
oyes, a little Wood-shot, laughed out 
of the "dirtiest face the khedlve had 
ever worn. He shook hands with tho 
gentlemen In evening dress and clam- 
bered Into the state carriage, while 
the crowd, which 'had realized what 
the Khedive had done, cheered lustily.

Into the arctic regions, and as the 
commander of merchant, ships sailed 
four times around tho world. He was 
onco cast among cannibals In the 
South Pacific, but escaped death by 
winning their friendship. 

Ou one of his trips he was ship- 
wrecked and with members ot his 
crew was thrown upon a small desert 
lBland. For forty days they main- 
tained lire with birds' eggs and such 
sea food as they could get. Finally 
Cnpt. Hall and three of the crew 
volunteered to row to New Zealand, 
600 miles away. In a rowboat. .After 
a perilous trip they reached New 
Zealand and returned to tho Island In 
a schooner for their mates.

equipment would he reduced to the 
minimum both of weight and bulk. 

It Is optional with Commander 
Pearl' whether the world shall receive 
a dally account of his progress In the 
quest for. the Pole. Messages can be 
sent by the exploring party to tho ship 
and from there flashed to the Marconi 
stations, off the con ft of' Newfound- 
land. and Nova Scotia. 

But the greatest advantage of all 
would he the ability, to, keep up com- 
munication between the? members of 
the pioneer party and- the main base, 
or the ship. The hardships that have 
developed Into tragedies could thus 
be minimized and perhaps he' eliminat- 
ed. If supplies were running short a 
message could bo sent asking for re- 
lief. . The main party could, bo ad- 
vised of tho whereabouts : ^ot 'those 
pushing northward; and when the time 
came for the final dash the" explorers 
could send word through the relay sta- 
tions" to the rest of the world, and 
everybody could read next day that 
Peary had set forth on the last stage 
of his journey. 

Mr. Marconi Is not unfamiliar.. with 
the conditions he would have to meet. 
He' has discussed arctic exploration 
with the Duke d'Abruzzl. In, addition; 
he has', put stations In operation In 
Alaska, Nova Scotia and* Newfound- 
land and has found It possible to send 
messages In the coldest weather, en- 
countered In those latitudes. 

"t believe wireless telegraphy would 
he. of great assistance to a polar ex- 
pedition," ho said. "By this means It 
will be yosslble to keep In communi- 
cation with the main base, and thence 
with the outside world. The explorer 
can toll the members of his, party to 
the southward -.where he. Is, If he Is 
In need of supplies' he can give direc- 
tions as to bow these shall be forward- 
ed and ot what they shall consist. If 
he Is in dire straits be can direct what 
route the rescuing party shall take. If 
he Is, successful ta his quest the whole 
world can be informed, of the discov- 
ery of the pole months before It oth- 
erwise would know of It 

"I wish It to be understood that I 




* ' In the- Frozen : North, 
am -not making any of these sugges- 
tions with _ a view to hampering Mr. 
Peary in his plans. I am merely an- 
swering questions on a subject not 
suggested by myself. 

"Yes, I would be willing to give the 
matter ~ my 'personal attention. As 
Commander Peary says, the north pole 
is the .last great geographical: prize 
the world has to offer,, and If l were 
to be asked to aid him' by means of 
wireless telegraphy I would consider, 
no pains too great to make the ven- 
ture a success. 

"We have perfected wireless teleg- 
raphy to an extent where I think It 
would he available for use by an orctlo 
party, Two years ago it would.^fiave 
been out of the question. A fow 
months hence we shall be In a position 
to dqj much more, From what I know 
of the subject, the two great obstacles 
in the way of this experiment oro tho 
difficulty of transportation and the un- 
expected capers' cut by, apparatus, 
which behaves with comparative do- 
cllltyin lowor latitudes. AS I tinder^ 
stnnd,;it f metal has to ibe-jrned spar- 
ingly where, the cold is so Intense, and 
the host steel -Is rendered, a§ brittle as 
glass," Even- the sledges bavo<to be

ble, wireless' telegraphy would lie of 
great assistance to him." 
-, Commander Peary Intends " to -pro- 
ceed tjv ship to the northern shore qf 
Grant Land, which Is the northern- 
most land yet reached on the globe. 
From there he proposes to go over 
the polar Ice pack' by means of sledges 
drawn by. dogs. The distance from 
Grant Land to the pole la about 490 
miles. Ho will take a group of Eski- 
mos from the Whale Sound region, 
and tlity will constitute the. bulk of 
the exploring party. 

•The vessel will be named tho 
Charles H. Darling, after the assistant 
secretary of the navy, who was largely 
instrumental En obtaining the leavo ot 
absence for Mr. Peary.
